This was agreed to be the wisest and
best course for several reasons, the
princigal obe being that at all evenis
five of the incoming members are uns’
questionably entitled 1o fake theiwr
seats and they constitote d majority,
The luws provide that the members
of the commssion shall hold their of-
fices “until their successors-are elect-
ed and qualified,” and the question
arose because of the presumed in-
ability of several of the gentlemen re-|
cently elected to qualify under the
provisien of the city chagter.

It was pointed ont that these five
‘can readily qualify, no matter how the
charter may be construed: 1. Berg
man, J, W. Welch, F. A. Fisher, Gust
Holmes, ]. E. Ferguson. That is,
they all pay more than $25 in city
laxes.

It was also suggested that (there
might possibly be a question pbout
the ability of A, Brix, Frack Kank-
konen, Peter Ginre, and Sofus Jen-
sen to qualify (oo matter if it be
true that they pay much more than

their taxes). Apparently Mr. Brix Is

qualify ‘under the imterpretation of
the charter made by the city atiomey,
who included both . city and school
tages. It is said the other three may
have difficulty in qualifying, and on
all sides there has been henrd much
comment and animadversion of the
charter provision. Under the provis-

ion, as it is being interpreted, a man |
